Personal Letter From Acting Govern 
or Wright of the Philippines 
Washington. 
March 
21.—Judge 
Wright, acting civil governor of the 
Philippines, has written a personal let 
ter to General Marcus J. Wright of 
this city which gives an interesting 
insight into the condition of affairs in 
the Philippines. 
"We are so far removed from the 
United States.” says Governor Wright, 
“that I fear the people at home get 
rather an inadequate Idea of the alt 
uaticm here. The preaa reporta of the 
last month or more, which have reach­ 
ed us here, together with the com­ 
ments thereon, seem to Indicate that 
the general opinion Is that the whole 
islands are either blazing with Insur­ 
rection, or else that outbreaks are pre 
vented only by the use of troops on an 
extensive scale. This Is wholly mis­ 
lead ing. The real truth Is that in 95 
per cent of the territory of the islands 
there is no Insurrection, and Amerl 
cans go about singly and unarmed 
with about as much safety aa they 
would In a large majority of the states 
at home 
There Is a fast-dying Insur­ 
rection In two provinces of the great 
island of Luxon, and in the remote 
southern island of Hamar. Here and 
there in more remote sections there 
are Instances of cattle stealing and 
oeacsionally murder or robbery. We 
ore dealing very energetically with 
the law leas element, and the people, 
aa a rule, are rebuilding their houses 
where they have be*»n destroyed, till­ 
ing their fields and pursuing their or­ 
dinary vocation a 
“Of course, telegraphic dispatches 
generally deal alooe In something sen 
sationai 
I apprehend that If any one 
of us were In a foreign couatry and re­ 
ceived only news of what was happen­ 
ing In the United States In police 
circles wa would get about the same 
Idea of our own country as many of 
the people of the United States seem 
to have of this. The fact Is that the 
progress wa have made la the last 
year Is tremedotis. and to me very 
encouraging. While 1 do not look for 
the 
ml Hen In in. either here or else 
where, speed Hy, t see no reason to 
doubt that Agnerlcan authority can be 
maintained without more troops than 
Indicated by Governor Taft. Of course, 
we must utilise the native in policing 
his own country, just as has been done 
by England In all her colonies from, 
the beginning.”
